Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the claim rejection 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable 
over Herwig in view of Flannery. The Applicant's representative argues that there is a lack of motivation to combine 
Herwig and Flannery because Flannery shows a USB device alone, but Herwig shows wiring separate from a USB 
Hub. The Examiner responds the Primary reference Herwig teaches USB Hub, Power Supply and wiring except a 
coupling relationship for supplying power to said USB Hub, and thus the Secondary reference Flannery suggests said 
relationship, which is claimed in the exemplary claim 1. Therefore, the combination of Herwig and Flannery with 
rationale for a proper combining suggests all the limitations of the claimed invention. Furhtermore, in contrary to the 
representative's interpretation of Flannery, such that Flannery's Remote Hub 104A (i.e., USB Hub) includes Power 
Supply in Fig. 1 A, and thus it could not be combined with Herwig's elements Protocol Conversion & USB Hub 1 14 and 
Power Supply 1 12 in Fig. 3 because of the different structure. However, the Examiner points out that the RCE Final 
Office Action mailed on 8 th of September 2004 clearly shows that the claimed subject matter "bus hub" (i.e., USB Hub) 
was not mapped to Flannery's Remote Hub 104A, but Flannery's Hub Logic 106, and thus Flannery's Hub Logic 106 
(i.e., USB Hub) does not include Power Supply in Fig. 1 A. Therefore, Flannery could be combined with Herwig's 
elements Protocol Conversion & USB Hub 1 14 and Power Supply 1 12 in Fig. 3 because of the same structure. The 
agreement with respect to the exemplary claim 1 was not reached, and the Examiner maintains the claims rejection in 
the RCE Final Office Action mailed on 8 of September 2004. 
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
